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REMARKS 

This is intended as a full and complste response to the Final Office Action dated 
December 2, 2005. having a shortened statutory period for response set to expire on 
March 2. 2006. 

Claims 2. 4-6, 11, 13-26, 29-30, and 38-50 remain pending in the application 
after entry of this response. Claims 33-35 have been cancelled, and claims 38-50 have 
been added. Please reconsider the claims pending in the application for reasons 
discussed herein. 

The attached replacement sheets of drawings include changes to Figures 1A-1C. 
The sections lines in Figures 1A-1C are now Indicated by Roman numerals. 

The specification has been amended to reflect the changes in Figures 1A-1C. 
Additionally, the specification has been amended for clarification with respect of Figures 
2-3. 

35U.S.C.§102 

Clainro 2, 5-7, 13-15. 18. 19 and 33-35 stand rejected under 35 USC § 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Head (U.S. 6,234.247). 

Head discloses a pump 5 disposed above a valve housing 4 and a cable 27 to 
operate the valve. As shown in Figure 1. the cable 27 is mn down the outside of the 
pump 25. Head does not teach, show, or suggest the connection member traverses the 
bore of the subsur^ce valve and the connection member Is capable of supplying energy 
to the downhole pumping system when the subsurface valve is closed, as recited in 
daim 2. Also, Head does not teach, show, or suggest locating a pumping system below 
the valve, as recited in daim 20. Further. Head does not teach, show, or suggest 
traversing a connection member in the Interior of the valve from the first end to the 
second end and maintaining the closure member in operation, as recited in claim 38. 
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Further still, Head does not teach, show, or suggest a liquid conduit extending from the 
valve to the pumping system, as recited in claim 13, Withdrawal of the rejection is 
respectfully requested. 

Claims 2. 4-7, 11, 18, 19, 20, 21, 29, 30 and 33-35 stand rejected under 35 USC 
§ 102(b) as being anticipated by Bayh, III (U.S. 4,749,341). 

Bayh discloses a system for supporting a pump in a tubing in which a cable 
extends upwardly from the pump rs maintained in tension to prevent damage to the 
cable. The pump 36 is positioned above the valve 24, which is operated by line 25. 
Bayh does not teach, show, or suggest the connection member traverses the bore of 
the subsurface valve and the connection member is capable of supplying energy to the 
downhole pumping system when the subsurface valve is closed, as recited in claim 2. 
Also^ Bayh does not teach, show, or suggest locating a pumping system below the 
valve, as recited in claim 20. Further. Bayh does not teach, show, or suggest traversing 
a connection member in the interior of the valve from the first end to the second end 
and maintaining the closure member in operation, as recited In claim 38. Further still, 
Bayh does not teach, show, or suggest a liquid conduit extending from the valve to the 
pumping system, as recited In claim 13. Withdrawal of the rejection is respectfully 
requested. 

35 U.S.C.§103 

Claims 4 and 8 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C § 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Head in view of Vinzart et aL (U.S. 4,461 ,353). 

Claims 4 and 8 depends from claim 2. As discussed above, Applicant believes 
claim 2 Is in condition for allowance. Therefore^ Applicant also believes claims 4 and 8 
are In condition for allowance. Wrthdrawal of the rejection Is respectfully requested. 

Claims 16 and 17 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C § 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Head in view of Beauquin (U.S. 6,250,384). 
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Claims 16 and 17 depends from claim 2. As discussed above. Applicant believes 
claim 2 Is in condition for allowance. Therefore, Applicant also believes daims 16 and 
17 are in condition for allowance. Withdrawal of the rejection is respectfully requested. 

Claim 22 stands rejected under 35 U.S.C § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Bahy III in view of Beauquin. 

Claim 22 depends from claim 20. As discussed above, Applicant believes claim 
20 is in condrtron for allowance. Therefore, Applicant also believes daim 22 is in 
condition for allowance. Withdrawal of the rejection is respectfully requested. 

Claim 23 stands rejected under 35 U.S.C § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Bahy III in view of Crow et al. (U.S. 5,823,265). 

Claim 23 depends from claim 20. As discussed above, Applicant believes claim 
20 is in condition for allowance. Therefore, Applicant also believes claim 23 is in 
condition for allowance. Withdrawal of the rejection is respectfully requested. 

Claims 24-26 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Bahy III in view of Head. 

Claims 24-26 depends from claim 20. As discussed above. Applicant believes 
claim 20 is in condition for allowance. Therefore, Applicant also believes claims 24-26 
are in condition for allowance. Withdrawal of the rejection is respectfully requested. 

Conclusion 

In conclusion, the references do not teach, show, or suggest the invention as 
claimed. 
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Having addressed all issues set out in the Final Office Action, Applicant 
respectfully submits that the claims are in condition for allowance and respectfully 
request that the claims be allowed.
